Growing tear that Japan plans 
to pash Into th« oH-rich Batch 
East Indies if Germany invades 
Holland was troubling Ameri­ 
can officials today. 
Such a move not only would drive 
the Axis of the new Japanese em­ 
pire through the heart of the 
Philippines, but also would provide 
the Japanese navy with an abund­ 
ance of vital oil, vastly increasing 
its naval power in the event of a 
possible war with the United States. 
Official concern over Japanese 
policy was based primarily on three 
developments: 
Developments 
1. Significant articles in the Tokyo 
press to the efféct that Japan might 
find it necessary to place the im­ 
portant Dutch islands in “protec­ 
tive custody” if their parent coun­ 
try became subject to Germany. 
2. Reports reaching Washington 
that the Japanese foreign office had 
summoned the Dutch minister In 
Tokyo for a special conference. 
3. A atatement by Japanese For­ 
eign Minister Hachiro Arita that 
Japan would be “deeply concerned” 
over any European developments 
changing the status of the Dutch 
East Indies. 
Japan long handicapped as a 
military and naval power by its de­ 
pendence upon imported oil, long 
has looked covetously on the rich 
East Indian fields.

Some of the trick« that electrical science has ready for mankind 
when it gets the money were shown recently by Dr. Phillips Thomas, a 
research engineer for Westinghouse Electric <fe Manufacturing Company. 
One lamp gave light as fifth as bright as the surface of the sun, 
holding out the possibility of turning the blackest night into day. The 
demonstrator canted a coffee percolator to a pouring angle and music 
rolled out the spout. He had an apparatus that electrified dust particles 
and then gave them a magnetic yank into the dust barrel. 
Unlike the rube who used to wow early phonograph listeners, Dr. 
Thomas had no trouble in blowing out an electric lamp with his breath 
and even was able to blow it on again. Then he showed how the lights 
of a room could be made to change colors to suit the moods of its occu­ 
pants. 
Pessimists may foresee more wear and tear on humanity in the 
promised bright new world. An apparatus that electrifies dust and mag­ 
netizes it from the air might easily electrify the particles of a m an’s 
best shirt and snatch it from his back.

and his wife, say, wanted lighting to go with her blue mood, science would 
have developed Just one more source of marital infelicity. 
Most persons are probably willing to risk the conceivable perils 
just for the fun of wandering, Alice-like, through such a wonderland. 
Pour a cup of the New World Symphony, scientists, and switch on that 
lighting to go with a Green Pastures mood! 


LOOK AT THE BASEMENT 
The simple truth of the m atter is that something has to be done 
about the basement. 
No one has ever discovered why a basement g$ts 
th at way; no commission has bent its analytical perceptions on the sub­ 
ject. So far as the householder can tell, a basement just naturally is 
like that; magazines and newspapers walk down the stairs and pile 
themselves all over the place; discarded lamps foregather in the fruit 
cellar; out-aged toys make merry around the laundry tubs; bottles, often 
of the most innocent character, mobilize in permanent encampments next 
to the coal bin. There seem also vague bits of material, w hst was once 
a part of a shirt, and a vest that has neither past nor future.

The Parent 
Problem

NOT «JUST A KID TRICK” 
Those who have read my column 
regularly for several years must 
know that I am charitable toward 
Childrens errors. Yet, I see grave 
danger in the attitude of many 
adults toward small misdemeanors 
by runabouts. «Oh, it’s Just a kid 
trick!” some adults will remark. 
Some will also relate how they, as 
children, did things as bad or worse. 
Well, supposing such an adult did 
do a lot of bad things in childhood. 
But that he did not keep on at such 
misdemeanors is no proof that he 
was not in moral danger at the time 
of the particular offense. He just 
had the good fortune to have been 
protected by other habits and ideals 
which were good and gave satisfac­ 
tion, through the influence of his 
home, perhaps, or through sheer 
luck. Had he practiced such mis­ 
demeanors a little more frequently 
and was with other children who 
did likewise, and had he had poorer 
home protection and poorer luck, his 
present state of character and con­ 
duct might be v&stly different. 
Mutilating or destroying 
smal 
items of property in the neighbor­ 
hood, or snatching things from the 
drug store, are types of offenses by 
children, 
particularly 
while 
with 
other children, which many parents 
do not regard seriously enough. 
They should realize that the habits 
involved are potentially criminal. 
If the instance is clear-cut, we owe 
it to the child to treat it as very 
grave. Let*no one be fooled about 
the gravity of the child’s snatching 
small articles from the corner drug 
store. 
But alas! a number of druggists 
have told me that parents, as a rule, 
on being informed that their child 
was caught taking things in the 
store, will grow angry and charge 
the druggist with reporting falsely 
and declare. ‘‘My child never steals, 
I want you to know.” Said one drug­ 
gist. “The report a child for stealing 
is to lose a customer.” 
Suppose it were your child so re­ 
ported. Calmly tell the child of the 
report. If he saya he is not guilty, 
accept him at his word but tell him 
that since the druggist thinks he is, 
you are going to reimburse the own­ 
er for the alleged losses. See the 
druggist beforehand and explain to 
him what you are going to do and 
get assurance from him that he 
won’t abuse the child. Then take 
the child with you to see you pay 
the druggist. This is your oppor­ 
tunity to prove to your child that 
you are ready to take responsibility 
for the loss or damage to any prop­ 
erty which its owner thinks this 
child caused. As for the other chil­ 
dren who may have been with your 
child at the time of the alleged 
theft, just consider it none of your 
business. 
Then, if you are on good terms 
with your child, you can persuade 
him not to go to that drug store 
again 
within 
the 
next 
several 
months unless some other member 
of the family is with him. I have 
carefully checked on a number of 
cases in which I recommended to 
intelligent 
parents 
the 
foregoing 
plan. In all of them the results ap­ 
peared to be excellent.

AN ECONOMIC PHASE 
When the government of Norway fled from Oslo before the German 
advance it probably marked the end of Norway’s recent prosperity due to 
its neutrality. Norway's good fortune has been in her shipping. It has 
thriven mightily by reason of the war. 
Norway’s merchant fleet, which is the fourth largest in the w o rld - 
larger than that of Germany, and, figured in tonnage per capita of pop­ 
ulation, four times as big as that of Great Britain—has been fully em­ 
ployed of late at freight rates ranging from 400 per cent to 600 per cent 
above the pre-war normal. 
Offsetting this prosperity has been a very onerous tax bill. The coun­ 
try has had an “all labor” government. This regime has shifted social­ 
istic government costs to the higher income class and to business. The 
totfcl tax burden, as a result, is put at approximately 32 per cent of the 
national income, with taxes on corporations approaching 70 per cent of 
their net profits and those on some of the heavier individual incomes 
running to 95 per cent. 
Because of the shipping boom, Norway has been able to carry on un­ 
der this enormous tax burden. It would be a miracle if a war and its 
added and inescapable expense did not break the country economically. 


UNHAPPY NEUTRALS 
Now that Norway is in the war and Sweden appears doomed to get 
in, all the other small countries of Europe must be reflecting unhappily 
th at it is up to them to prepare for inclusion in a holocaust that none 
of them wants, just as Britain and France did not want it, but which 
all of them will probably have regardless. 
It is evident that no consideration of neutrality will stop the dic­ 
tators in any area they regard as strategic. 
Belgium was virtually the 
only victim in the first European war. Already there are several in this 
war and there will be more. 
If a realistic attitude had been adopted by Norway and Sweden 
early in the war. Hitler could not have taken over the Norwegian coast 
as he did. Enough opposition could have been put up to hold the G er­ 
mans off until the British fleet got into action. 
Other small European nations will have to guide themselves by the 
experience of Norway if they want to escape being taken into “protec­ 
tive custody” by the Nazi regime. 


IT MIGHT HAPPEN HERE 
Half Moon Bay is a small town in 
San 
Mateo 
county,

George E. Dunn publishes there a 
meekly newspaper known as The Re­ 
view and he has earned a profes­ 
sional pat on the back from fellow 
newspapermen for a unique and 
thought-compelling editorial on the 
war-time censorship now imposed 
upon all newspapers In warring na 
tions. 
In a recent issue, Editor 
Dunn left a large editorial space 
blank, save for the word “censored 
in large black type, and printed be­ 
neath: 
“This blank space represents 
thoughtful pause in the lives of all 
of us. 
The above is common in 
European newspapers. It is the op­ 
posite of what we cherish; freedom 
of speech. Censorship means dicta­ 
torship, which in turn means a peo­ 
ple ridden by hate and fear and vio­ 
lence. See to it that it doesn’t hap­ 
pen here!” 
Centuries before Democracy be 
came a political actuality, the im­ 
mortal Dante expressed the insep­ 
arable union of free expression, in 
speech and the published word, with 
true human liberty in the sentence: 
"Give light and the people will find 
their own way.” 
Newspapers are 
fallible, like other human institu­ 
tions—sometimes wrong, sometimes 
even unfair in a given instance. But 
so long as ail men, all shades of 
opinion, are free to think and say 
and write and read what they 
choose, the people of a nation can­ 
not long be misled on the facts of 
any fundamental issue. In a world 
where half the population already 
is at war, and half the newspaper 
readers already stare at blank spaces 
and wonder blindly what the censor 
deleted,

Judge Thomas W. Dickey of the 
common pleas of Lawrence county 
decided,in favor of Sherer, and the 
township appealed to the high court. 
Township attorneys argued that 
during the last two years of high 
school work at the local school, the 
eact courses which Carl had taken 
at New Castle were taught and that, 
therefore, the boy could have studied 
at the North Beaver township school 
without the added expense of going 
to New Castle and paying tuition.

SOFIA, 
Bulgaria, 
April 
16.—A 
German trade delegation headed by 
Hermann Landwehr arrived in Sofia 
Monday to negotiate a huge project 
for shipment of Russian oil to Ger­ 
many by way of Bulgaria. 
The Germans plan to construct 
large oil docks at the Black Sea 
port of Varna, as well as two reser­ 
voirs of 10,000 tons each with a pipe­ 
line to the railway station. 
Tank wagons also will transport oil 
from Varna to Roustchouk over new 
trackage to be constructed, accord­ 
ing to the German plan.' From 
Roustchouk the oil would be shipped 
by tankers on the Danube. 
The German delegation was rep­ 
resented as requesting speedy con­ 
clusion of the negotiations, enabling 
completion before similar moves are 
set afoot by British concerns.

ALLIED TROOPS 
EXTEND GAINS 
ABOUND NARVIK 


(Ooattmnsd VMS Mg« ©*•> 
he was more than ever confident 
that the “mad dog” of Hitlerism 
would be destroyed. 
But while Stockholm confirmed 
claims that the Allies were in com­ 
plete possession of Narvik, far- 
northern iron ore port, it also re­ 
ported important Nazi gains against 
the desperately fighting Norwegians 
north of Oslo. 


War Closer To Sweden 
Stockholm, April 16.—While the 
war in Norway moved ever closer 
to 
Sweden’s 
borders, 
Norwegian 
troops evacuated the border town 
of Kongsvinger this afternoon. 
Up to 1 p. m. (7 a. m. E. S. T.), 
however, no German troops had en­ 
tered Kongsvinger. 
British troops remained in full 
possession of Narvik and surround­ 
ing territory. The Germans, how­ 
ever, driven out of that far north­ 
ern port by British naval batteries, 
halted their wild flight and turned 
on a Norwegian company between 
Mundalen and Bearfjeld. The lat­ 
ter town is only three miles from the 
Swedish border. 
The Norwegians were driven back 
and the Germans occupied Bearf­ 
jeld station on the Narvik iron ore 
railway line. 
Germans Isolated 
The attacking Germans, however, 
are Isolated and eventually they 
probably will be forced to cross the 
Swedish border and be interned. 
Large numbers of Norwegians, in­ 
cluding soldiers, already have cross­ 
ed into Sweden. 
Sweden took extensive air raid 
precautions, while a state of siege 
was declared at ports such as Goth­ 
enburg and Gaevel. From noon on­ 
ward, no ships were allowed to enter 
these harbors without special per­ 
mits. 
Nash Are Consolidating 
Although the British held their 
positions at Narvik and Harstad, 
a point 35 miles northeast where 
landing operations also occurred, 
the Germans were believed to be 
consolidating in various sections of 
the country. A German troop train 
arrived from Trondheim at a sta­ 
tion only three miles from the 
Swedish winter sports resort of Stor- 
lein. A German detachment left the 
train at Gudaa and stood guard 
over 
bridgeheads 
leading 
into 
Sweden. 
Norwegian troops retreating from 
Kongsvinger blew up bridge to de­ 
lay the German advance. 
Kongsvinger is situated about 40 
miles northeast of Oslo, Norway’s 
German-occupied capital. 
Battle for possession of the strate­ 
gic center raged after a new puppet 
government was established in Oslo 
under German control following 
resignation of the regime headed by 
Vikdun Quisling. The new govern­ 
ment is headed by Ingolf Christen­ 
sen. former justice and defense 
minister.

(International N ew s Service) 
PARIS, April 16—After eight days 
of hostilities in Norwegian waters, 
Germany has suffered “massive and 
Irreparable mutilation” of her fleet, 
Premier Paul Reynaud told the sen­ 
ate today.

“Twenty per cent of her cruisers 
and 25 per cent of her destroyers 
have been sunk, and 15 per cent of 
her destroyers damaged. Several 17- 
boats also have been destroyed. 
“A total of 78.000 tons of German 
merchant shipping has been sunk or 
captured during the same period. 
Losses to allied merchant shipping 
in this time have been nil.” 
Indicating French collaboration in 
the British landings in Norway, 
Reynaud said: 
"Allied troops have disembarked;
